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KILLER Peter Tobin came to 
Margate after arranging a 
council home swap in Scotland. 

As police continued to search the 
garden of the house in Irvine Drive, 
Margate, last night, the sister of the 
woman who moved in told of the foul 
stench inside the house he left behind. 

Doris O’Donnell’s sister Hannah 
agreed to the exchange so she could be 
closer to her family. 

But last night, in an exclusive inter¬ 
view with Yourthanet, Mrs O’Donnell, 
53, gave a telling insight into Tobin’s 
dark side.

She said Tobin was always strange 
and he even went about the house 
swap in an odd way. 

She said: “He wouldn’t even let us 
look around the house properly. 

‘Whenever we knocked on the door 
he would only open it a crack until he 
knew who it was. If he invited us 
inside he would never let us look 
around, which is strange since my sis¬ 
ter was going to be moving in.” 


But once her sister moved in, they 
were plagued by the smell. Mrs O’Don¬ 
nell said: “There was a very strange 
smell in the house and when my sister 
eventually did move in we had to scrub 
it from top to bottom and use bleach to 
get the smell away. There was some¬ 
thing veiy sinister about the house.” 

Mrs O’Donnell, and her husband 
Edward, 68, got to know Tobin before 
he moved to her sister’s old home in 
Barthgate, West Lothian. 

They told how he left his home in a 
Transit van crammed with objects 
and it appeared that he couldn’t get 
away fast enough. 



HORRIFIC DISCOVERY 

Police have found human remains at the former home of a convicted killer who is serving 
a life sentence for rape and murder. 

The grisly discovery was unearthed in the garden of the former Margate address of 
Peter Tobin, who police fear could have been involved in the murder of up to 11 girls. 

Officers involved in the investigation are hunting for student Dinah McNicol, from 
Maldon, Essex, who vanished in 1991 aged 18. 

Tests are being carried out on the remains found at the address in Irvine Drive, and 
forensic archeologists are at the scene. 

The people who live at No 50 - who are not suspects - have been moved out and it 
is expected the investigation will last for about two weeks. 

Tobin, 61, who lived in Margate in the early 90s, is in jail for raping and killing Polish 
student Angelika Kluk, 23. But police suspect that before the killer was brought to 
justice he travelled across the country preying on vulnerable young women. 

Detectives said Miss McNicol disappeared after hitching a lift from a music festival. 
The teenager and a friend had been driven to a service station on the A3 in Hampshire.

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Police link sex 
beast to Dinah 
disappearance

POLICE investigating the 
disappearance of Dinah 
McNicol are part of a nation¬ 
wide operation into Peter 
Tobin - in jail for the brutal 
rape and murder of migrant 
worker Angelika Kluk. 

Tobin has already been charged 
with the disappearance of Vicky 
Hamilton, 15, after her DNA was 
discovered on a knife found in the 
loft of his old home near Edinburgh. 

Police said last night it is too early to 
say whether the remains found at the 
three-bedroom terraced address in 
Irvine Drive, Millmead, Margate, 
were those of Dinah, who was 18 
when she disappeared after attending 
a music festival at Liphook in 
Hampshire in 1991. 

Essex police are undertaking the 
investigation at the house and its 
inhabitants have been rehoused. 

Detectives say it is still too early 
for a positive identification of the 
remains, but the investigation is part 
of a probe linking Tobin to the disap¬ 
pearance of up to 11 women who 
went missing near to locations he 
was known to have frequented. 

Detective Superintendent Tim 
Wills said: “The disappearance of 
Dinah has remained a mystery for 
too many years. 

“She was an intelligent and vibrant 
young woman who had her whole life 
ahead of her. 

“I would love to believe she is out 
there somewhere living that life, but 
I would not be doing my job if 
I did not investigate the possibility 
that someone may have harmed her 
in some way.” 

The student’s father, Ian McNicol, 
said: “Ninety-nine per cent of me 
thinks she has been murdered, 
but there’s just one per cent that 
doesn’t know. 

“I want to die in peace knowing 
what happened to my daughter.”

began probing into Tobin’s back¬ 
ground after he was sent to prison 
for the horrific killing of migrant 
worker Angelika earlier this year. 

Officers launched a huge operation 
nationwide to look into unsolved 
cases where young women had gone 
missing near to an address where 
Tobin or in an area he was known to 
have frequented. 

A police source said: ‘We fear Tobin 
may have struck before. It is highly 
unusual for a vicious killer to commit 
a stranger murder in his 60s.”

Mr Alexander, 33, who says a modelling 
agency could also be run from such a base, said:

Ramsgate’s Pie Factory charity, with its

He said: 4t We need somewhere for the young 
musicians in this area to come to.

TWO hundred people turned out at 
the weekend to watch a film about 
the over-development of Thanet. 

Ramsgate’s Granville Cinema 
hosted the premiere of Thanet 
Under Threat, film-maker Christine 
Tongue’s documentary about the 
increase in development on the isle.

A DELEGATION of Thanet council¬ 
lors is heading to China in a bid to 
seal deals for the Manston Business 
Park - and they have vowed not to 
have any fun. 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel, 
deputy leader Roger Latchford, chief 
executive Richard Samuel and cor¬ 
porate director John Burnett are 
travelling to the Far East to try to 
wrap up deals to develop the site. 

Cllr Ezekiel said: “This is a major 
opportunity for the area and has the 
potential to create up to 1,000 new 
jobs over time. With recent job losses, 
that’s more important than ever. If 
there’s a deal there, we’re determ¬ 
ined to clinch it for Thanet.” 

He also stressed the trip would be 
a business-only affair and is being 
paid for by the Chinese government. 

He said: “I want people to know 
this trip isn’t costing them anything. 
It’s going to be a packed week and I 
doubt we’ll have time for any enjoy¬ 
ment. Everything is being paid for 
by the Chinese.” 

The Thanet representatives will 


meet Heng Fao, the chairman of the 
government agency responsible for 
Chinese companies setting up with 
the West, in Beijing. 

Stopping in both Hong Kong and 
China, the council members’ visit 
will last a week. The delegation 
departs on Saturday, November 18. 

The visit is a follow-up to an agree¬ 
ment between the South East 
England Development Agency 
(Seeda) and the China-Europe 
Association for Technical and 
Economic Co-operation. 

The two organisations agreed to 
establish a Sino-UK economic inter¬ 
active platform to facilitate business 
growth between the UK and China, 
and the Thanet representatives are 
eager to arrange deals. 

In September, the council signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding 
with the government of Baotou City 
to establish a research, development, 
manufacturing and distribution cen¬ 
tre in Thanet.

Footbal's Iron Man 

who gave so much

ONE of Thanet football’s most pop¬ 
ular characters has died. 

Bob Harrop, former centre-back with 
Margate, Ramsgate and Manchester United, 
passed away on Thursday last week aged 71. 

He played 567 times for Margate, still a club 
record. 

Mr Harrop, dubbed the Iron Man for his 
physical style of play, died of a heart attack. 

Manchester-born Mr Harrop was a lynchpin 
of the Gate defence for years but also played 11 
times for the Manchester giants as a Busby 
Babe after the Munich disaster in 1958. 

Following a stint with Tranmere Rovers, he 
joined Margate in 1961 and scored 26 goals for 
the club. 

But it will be for his crunching tackling, aer¬ 
ial ability, enduring fitness and love of the game 
that he will best be remembered. 

He was made captain of the Hartsdown club 
in 1962 and even gave up his job to help out

with groundsman’s duties and odd jobs at the 
ground before becoming a window cleaner. 

During 1966 he had to be saved from choking 
by club officials after swallowing chewing gum 
on the pitch in a match against Chelmsford. 

He went on to play for the Blues until 1969, 
when he transferred to Ashford Town and then 
to Canterbury City However, he returned to 


Hartsdown for a comeback in 1977 aged 41. 

In the 1978/79 season Mr Harrop joined 
Ramsgate following Margate’s decision not to 
give him the role of reserves manager, and he 
played for and managed Rams reserves. 

He was appointed as first-team manager at 
Southwood in 1979, but his reign was not suc¬ 
cessful and he resigned in 1980. 

However, island football held his attention for 
years and Mr Harrop played up to the age of 45, 
eventually moving into refereeing. 

He was elected president of the Thanet and 
District Football League in 2005 and was still 
refereeing up until two weekends ago. 

Margate secretary and long-time friend Ken 
Tomlinson said: “He was a great guy, a real 
leader and a terrific person. He never drank or 
smoke at all and was always fit. No one could 
beat him in the air. 

“Bob was immaculate and will be very much 
missed. He was a legend in Margate and a hell 
of a guy to go with it - it’s a huge loss for the 
club and for Thanet.” 

Mr Harrop is survived by wife Cindy and 
three sons.

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Aitken's back and he's 
keen to reform prisons 


JAILED former Cabinet minister 
Jonathan Aitken has revealed 
exclusively to Yourthanet details of 
his return to the political arena. 

The former Thanet South MP has been asked 
to serve as a member of the independent think 
tank The Centre for Social Justice, which advis¬ 
es Conservative leader David Cameron. 

He says his first-hand experience of the crim¬ 
inal justice system will assist him in putting 
forward ideas. 

“It’s an unpaid job,” said Mr Aitken. “I’m going 
to be the chairman of the group which looks 
into prison reform. The think tank is run by 
[former Conservative leader] Iain Duncan 
Smith and has a separate but close relationship 
with the opposition. 

“There is a growing general recognition that 
our prisons are in a state approaching crisis.

“There is overcrowding and its huge knock-on 
effects. Then there is the drug problem and the 
repeat offending issue.” 

Mr Aitken said a vast number of young 
offenders re-offended in just two years and the 
rehabilitation issue was one which desperately 
needed to be addressed. 

He explained: “Even though I have been in 
jail I have not gone soft on the idea of people 
being sent to prison. 

“I absolutely know that there are some people 
who need to be locked up. 

“But we are not getting enough people off the 
revolving carousel of crime. 

“The major question is what can we do as a 
society to tackle these issues.” 

Mr Aitken said that as well as having “been 
through the system” he was working actively 


with a number of prison charities. One is the 
Prison Fellowship International, which tackles 
the issue of crime and punishment on a global 
scale and another is concerned with caring for 
ex-offenders. 

“I think I am fairly well informed and I have 
got a team of distinguished people to work with 
me. 

“There are criminal psychologists, those with 
experience of running prisons, and even three 
ex-inmates who have turned their lives around 
and are now contributing positively to society. 

“This group is going to look into ways to 
reform the whole system with new thinking 
and new ideas. 

if We aim to get together as soon as next 
week.” 

Mr Aitken was jailed for 18 months for per¬ 
jury in 1999 after his legal suit against The 
Guardian newspaper over allegations concern¬ 
ing business deals collapsed.

Chris Hogben, a 42-year-old Ramsgate 
father of two, replaces Superintendent 
Joanna Young, who has moved on to a 
new role.

Green group calls for bike 
training to be improved 

GREEN campaigners have accused Kent 
County Council of failing to provide enough 
cycle training to keep young people safe. 

Kent Green Party says the county council 
should use the government’s national train¬ 
ing scheme - instead of its own one-day 
courses. 

Campaigner Steve Dawe said: “Kent’s 
courses are not being run under the 
Government’s national scheme, in which 
far more training is provided. 

“Medway uses the government scheme, 
gets a grant, and does not charge young¬ 
sters or their families for cycle proficiency 
training.” 

But KCC cabinet member for highways 
Keith Ferrin said: ‘We take cycle training 
very seriously. We offer our own Kent Rider 
scheme as an introduction to safer cycling 
for Year 6 pupils countywide. 

“About 10,000 pupils were successfully 
introduced to cycling in this way during the 
last school year. 

“The Kent scheme offers a one-day, on- 
the-road course with a ratio of one instruc¬ 
tor for every six pupils. 

“Parents pay £15 a year for the course 
which, I believe, represents good value-for- 
money.” 

He added: “In an ideal world we would 
offer free training to all, but the cost to the 
taxpayer would run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds.” 

Over half our schools are 
officially labelled healthy 

A TOTAL of 310 schools countywide have 
been officially designated as “healthy”. 

The NHS and Kent County Council are 
behind the move, which promotes fruit and 
veg tuck shops, healthy menus for lunch 
and physical activities. 

It is designed as part of a lifestyle package 
which also includes educational standards 
and personal well-being. 

A total of 59 per cent of schools across the 
county have currently qualified for the 
award. 

Chris Wells, KCC schools chief, said: 
“Hopefully the programme will influence 
pupils throughout their lives and in turn 
inspire their families to healthier 
lifestyles.”

The unacceptable cost of 
'converting' a local prison 


YOU may have read in the press 
that Canterbury prison has been 
‘converted’ to hold purely ‘foreign’ 
prisoners. 

Not such a bad thing, I thought. Makes 
sense - put all the soon-to-be-deported crimi¬ 
nals in one place, surely making good proce¬ 
dural and financial logic. But then I read that 
it had cost the Government £15 million to con¬ 
vert the two prisons. 

So how exactly do you ‘convert’ a prison? 
Why is a ‘foreign’ prison different to a ‘domes¬ 
tic’ one? 

A prison is a prison, surely? Same bars, same 
locks, same walls... all designed to stop bad 
people escaping. So how was our taxpayers’ 
money spent, then? 

A bit of trawling around the news sites on 
the wonderful WorldWideWeb and I found my 
answer.... 

“Canterbury prison has demolished its 
chapel and built a block to cater for the vari¬ 
ous religions of its foreign inmates. 


“The centre is called ‘a multi-faith hall of 
worship’.” 

It has Muslim foot baths and individual 
prayer rooms. There are no symbols perma¬ 
nently fixed to the walls - the cross from the 
former chapel was taken down and is now 
kept in a cupboard. 

It is only brought out when the Christian 
service is held on a Sunday. At the opening of 
the block in April, the jail’s principal chaplain, 
the Rev Cathy Hitchens, revealed that 57 per 
cent of inmates were Christians, 26 per cent 
Muslims and 17 per cent other religions, 
including Hindus, Buddhists and Jews. 

“It is like a mini-United Nations,” she said. 

So, among the £15 million spent, we’ve had 
to provide religious facilities for all these dif¬ 
ferent sects of foreign criminals. 

And please remember that’s what they are - 
criminals. 

They’re not asylum seekers from war-torn 
comers of the globe, waiting to see if this coun¬ 
try will accept them to stop their suffering - 
they are robbers, rapists, sex offenders... 

They can’t be rehabilitated because we don’t 


want them here - they are waiting to be 
deported, never to return. 

There are currently 11,097 foreign prisoners 
in UK jails, 284 currently at Canterbury, cost¬ 
ing us £38,610 per inmate per year. 

Despite agreements in place with more than 
100 countries for prisoners to serve their sen¬ 
tences in their home nations, there were only 
2,500 successful deportations of non-UK crim¬ 
inal prisoners last year. 

I’ve yet to find the official figures on the 
number of new non-UK criminals added to the 
prison list in the last year, but if it’s anything 
like the refused asylum seeker numbers, I’m 
guessing it will be a negative balance. We’re 
adding more each week to the foreign prison 
population than we are deporting. 

So instead of spending £15 million of our 
money making life more comfortable for these 
unwanted convicts, let’s charter a fleet of 
planes and fly them home.

I 
support my police officer colleagues by attending and dealing 
with low-level crime and anti-social behaviour, which frees up 
time for patrols to attend more immediate calls and allows 
Kent police to provide a more efficient service to the public. 

What do you like and dislike about your 
job? 

One of my favourite parts of this job is dealing with the pub¬ 
lic and being able to satisfy people's want and needs with 
regard to their security, worries and general concerns.

Robert's focus 
on America

ACTOR and director Robert 
Redford has no intention of mel¬ 
lowing with age - despite turning 
71 this year. 

In fact the star says he is more opinionated 
than ever - particularly when it comes to the 
current situation in the US. 

“It’s true to say I’m probably getting angrier 
and more engaged,” he says flashing his trade¬ 
mark blue eyes. 

“I’m aware that America has a lot of power 
and a lot of ability to do good in the world, so 
I’m very interested in what has happened to 
our reputation in the world since 9/11.” 

Redford’s laid-back demeanour and gentle 
manner belies a fierce passion for politics 
which he’s channelled through some of cine¬ 
ma’s most influential films, like The 
Candidate and All The President’s Men. 

And almost 40 years after hitting the big time 
in Butch Cassidy And The Sundance Kid, he 
has come out with all guns blazing again. This 
time, with his latest movie Lions For Lambs, he 
has his targets firmly set on the American 
media, education and on US Congress. 

Redford, who also directed the film, stars 
alongside Tom Cruise and Meryl Streep as an 
idealistic college professor who inadvertently 
propels two of his former students into the 
Afghanistan war with tragic consequences. 

Though he had not directed a film for seven 
years, the veteran star says the screenplay 
immediately resonated with him. “I was sur¬ 
prised by it because it was political and there’s 
so much commercial insecurity about films 
these days it seems that only the ones that 
play safe get made. 

“Those that are more risky in nature, that 
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maybe make you think or wonder, are harder 
to come by. And yet those are the films I’ve 
always enjoyed making,” he explains. 

“To me, it’s a film about personal responsibili¬ 
ty, about young people accepting the role they 
play in shaping the future and about how we 
each deal with our choices in life.” 

Playing a college professor also struck an 
ironic chord with the star, as his own education 
was cut short when he was kicked out of the 
University of Colorado for drunkenness. 

The failed college student went on to become 
one of the most successful actors in screen his¬ 
tory thanks to acclaimed performances in hit 
films such as Butch Cassidy, The Sting, The 
Way We Were and The Great Gatsby. 

He’s also proved to be equally skilled behind 
the camera with an Oscar win for his directo¬ 
rial debut Ordinary People and a nomination 
for his 1994 film Quiz Show.

Despite his stellar career Redford has main¬ 
tained his integrity as a committed environ¬ 
mentalist and set up the hugely-successful 
Sundance Film Festival, which encourages 
new film-makers and actors. 

He gave two of the hottest current talents in 
Hollywood their big break, Brad Pitt in A 
River Runs Through It, which he directed and 
Scarlett Johansson, in The Horse Whisperer. 
His latest find is rising British star Andrew 
Garfield, who appears in Lions For Lambs. 

“I’ve always enjoyed finding new people,” 
said Redford. “I knew Andrew was English 
and I’d seen a lot of American actors, but I was 
very impressed that he could come in and read 
the part perfectly in an American accent.”

Trinny and Susannah 
shape up UK's women

FROM cellos and goblets to bricks 
and lollipops, Trinny and Susannah 
believe they’ve finally come up with 
the 12 definitive female body 
shapes after interrogating 
thousands of British women about 
their saddle bags, muffin tops, 
cankles and pot bellies. 

“In our first book we researched the big 
issues for women such as massive or no boobs, 
flabby arms, wide hips, short legs, flabby 
tummies and so on, but over the years a lot of 
women have pointed out that some of the rules 
contradicted each other. We thought we’d 
better deal with that so we came up with the 
12 shapes,” Trinny explains. 

“There’s way too much emphasis on what 
dress size someone is but I never, ever look at 
the labels in clothes when I’m dressing 
somebody. I look at the woman’s shape and the 
contrast between her boobs and tummy or 
whatever, not by picking out a size 14 jacket 
and just hoping it works.” 

Susannah adds: “Basically, we wrote The 
Body Shape Bible to give women confidence 
and to stop them pulling their hair out when 
they go shopping for clothes!” 

Trinny and Susannah’s latest tome highlights 
the main characteristics of each of their 12 new 
female body shapes and illustrates how just 
how easy it is to make simple mistakes by 
blindly following fashion instead of being aware 
of what suits your shape. 

“The rules and ideas in the book are simple 
and fundamental so, for example, if you are a 
comet shape with wide shoulders, narrow hips

and long legs you should always wear A-line, 
single breasted jackets because you’re top 
heavy,” Susannah reveals. 

“Or if you’re a column shape, you should 
always try to break up your up-and-down body 
with a funky belt, or a top or dress with a 
cinched-in waist so that it draws attention to 
the middle of your body.” 

In their brand new ITV1 series, Trinny and 
Susannah Undress The Nation, the girls have 
the chance to take their innovative new dress 
code for a road test all over the UK to tackle 
the country’s major style issues. 

“Something like 46 per cent of British 
women are over a size 16 but 80 per cent of 


high street shops don’t stock size 16 and above 
so larger women often have to shop via 
catalogues and mail order,” reveals Trinny. 

“The situation is getting better but it’s still 
very difficult, so rather than going into a shop 
and picking out all of the size 16s or 18s to try 
on, no matter what style they are, we want 
women to ignore the sizes and find the right 
clothes for their shape instead. 

“Just go in and think ‘right, I’m going to find 
all the double-breasted jackets, or all the A- 
line skirts, or all of the long tailored trousers 
with pockets at the back or whatever it is that 
suits my shape’ rather than trying on twenty- 
odd random items in the same size and then 
getting depressed because none of them 
actually suit you,” she recommends. 

Of course, it’s not only grown women who 
make fashion disasters. The teenage 
generation are just as guilty of putting 
together catwalk-copied outfits which 
generally do them no favours at all. 

“Right now I would say that a lot of women, 
especially teenage girls, are wearing very 
unforgiving skinny jeans simply to feel 
fashionable and, lets face it, only someone with 
a Kate Moss-type figure ever looks any good in 
them,” warns Trinny. 

“Teenagers are under such enormous 
pressure from their peers and the media and 
it’s pretty tough if they’re not the exact shape 
that society dictates they should be. 

“In my opinion a girl who is pear shaped can 
still look great as she could just wear a baby 
doll dress with leggings that come down her 
mid-calf as a trendy alternative to skinny 
jeans. There’s no shape dilemma that can’t be 
solved,” she says.

Enjoy an exotic island mixer

A FEW miles south-west of its 
rather more exotic neighbour 
Mustique, Canouan may at last be 
ready to shrug off its image as the 
forgotten island of the Caribbean. 

Thanks to the vision of two multi-million¬ 
aires, the green and hilly three square miles of 
Canouan have been sensitively transformed 
into a luxury, multi-activity holiday destina¬ 
tion. 

The island now offers everything most visi¬ 
tors could possibly want - thanks to Swiss- 
Italian banker Antonio Saladino and 
American businessman Donald Trump, who 
have ensured there is plenty to do ashore and 
afloat, as well as simply soaking up the sun. 

At the heart of the Grenadines chain, 
Canouan has five palm-fringed, soft white 
coral sand beaches, bath-warm brilliant 
turquoise seas, a 1.5-mile coral reef, views for 
miles over the Caribbean from its peaks and 
average minimum temperatures around 25°C. 

Visitors meander the snaking network of 
narrow roads and paths in golf carts, taking 
care to avoid the population of tortoises - 
known locally as turtles - after which the 
island was named. 

A 15-year plan to build 135 high-spec Trump 
Island Villas, costing from about £1 million, 
will enable the super-rich to have their own 
slice of secluded Caribbean paradise here, 
with breathtaking views.

Shorter-term, and less well-off, visitors can 
wallow in top-of-the-range facilities on the 
300-acre, five-star Raffles Resort instead, and 
the smaller Tamarind Beach Hotel & Yacht 
Club, with both offering superb world cuisine 
at various gourmet restaurants. 

Raffles Resort Canouan Island complex - 
the luxury hotel group’s first resort in the 


western hemisphere - opened in August 2004. 

An amphitheatre-shaped, palm tree setting 
overlooking sheltered Carenage Bay, it holds 
156 dramatically decorated and stylishly fur¬ 
nished one to four bedroom suites and villas, 
with garden, ocean or golf course views. 

If you can drag yourself away from the 
hotel’s gorgeous confines, there’s plenty to see 
and do. We took a high-speed motorboat to 
Tobago Keys, just 40 minutes away. Because 
our visit was in the September-October close 
season, we had this island virtually to our¬ 
selves - although a chap soon appeared with a 
wide choice of T-shirts for sale. 

With many young people leaving to find 
work on other islands, Canouan’s population 
dwindled to under 500. But in 1990, Saladino 
took a 99-year lease on 1,200 acres, two thirds, 
of the island. 

The story goes that he was unable to build 
on Mustique and saw Canouan’s potential just 
a few miles across the Caribbean. 

Since then the banker and Canouan Resorts 
Development, which he heads, have spent 
more than £100m installing an airstrip, roads, 
electricity, water production, a clinic, schools 
and a training college. 

Now there are some 500 people working at 
the island’s 300-acre Raffles Resort, more than 
80 at Tamarind, and some 300 for Trump’s 
villa developments building company. 

Raffles merits such a large workforce. As 
well as the golf course and the fabulous 
restaurants, it has a well-equipped gym and 
also offers tennis, yoga, mountain biking and 
power walking, and sea sports including wind¬ 
surfing, sailing diving and snorkelling.

Can open viewings 
help sell houses?

Noisy neighbours 
top quarrel polls 

NOISE is still the main reason for neigh¬ 
bourly disputes, according to research by 
Halifax estate agents. 

In the last 12 months over a quarter of 
us admit to having had disagreements 
with neighbours - 26 per cent of these 
were linked to noise. 

The report goes on to list the other 
main causes for neighbours to fall out, 
including boundary disputes (14 per 
cent), pets (11 per cent), parking (10 per 
cent) and bordering or overhanging trees 
and plants (7 per cent). 

Figures show that women outnum¬ 
bered men when it came to complaining, 
with anti-social behaviour their largest 
grievance. 

Age also seems to be a factor. A stag¬ 
gering 49 per cent of 16-24 year olds 
admitted to quarrelling with the neigh¬ 
bours, whilst the 55-64 age group, at 24 
per cent, was least likely to have done so. 

Geographically, the report identified 
that those living in the south are over 10 
per cent more likely to have had neigh¬ 
bourly disputes sometime during the 
last year than those living in the North 
or Midlands. 

The conclusion would seem to indicate 
that if we want harmonious neighbourly 
relations we should move next-door to a 
quiet, 60-year-old Yorkshireman. 

Good location and 
cheaply priced 

THERE are many reasons why Thanet 
is such a big attraction to house buyers. 

Its four main towns - Birchington, 
Broadstairs, Margate and Ramsgate - 
stretch across 26 miles of beautiful 
coastline. 

The real draw, according to estate 
agents, is that Thanet offers good value 
for money, comparing well to other areas 
in Kent. The price of a two bedroom 
house starts at £125,000. Buyers can 
expect to pay a 10 to 20 per cent premi¬ 
um for similar properties in Canterbury 
or Ashford, for example. 

Whilst about 40 per cent of sales are to 
local buyers, an ever-increasing number 
of investors are being drawn to the area. 
Locals cite the micro-climate as one of 
the pleasures of living in Thanet. 

The area is benefiting from regenera¬ 
tion and inward investment and the 
arrival of the high speed rail link in 2009 
will dramatically cut journey times to 
London. 


AS THE property market slows 
down, open house viewings could 
be the next big thing for vendors 
struggling to sell their homes. 

Already the norm in the USA and Australia, 
the trend seems to be catching on here. 

Open viewings see vendors throw open their 
doors on a fixed day, usually at the weekend, 
inviting potential buyers to view their home 
without the constraints of having to make a 
prior appointment. 

Traditionally the domain of prestigious 
houses, the open house is usually seen as an 
efficient way for estate agents to condense 
many viewings into one day or to introduce 
competitive hype between buyers for high 
demand properties. 

However, with a sluggish property market, 
the ‘open house’ can be a useful marketing tool 
for enthusiastic vendors who are prepared to

be pro-active in selling their own home. It 
seems to makes sense. Most estate agents are 
closed at the weekend when a large number of 
people are free to look at potential homes. 

Buyers can wander around the property at 
their leisure and vendors can prepare for a 
single public viewing, rather than trying to 
live in a constant state of readiness for ad-hoc 
appointments. 

I recently made my own foray into open 
viewings whilst trying to sell my two-bedroom, 
terraced cottage. 

It had been on the market for six weeks 
with only a sprinkling of interest and one sole 
viewing. 

Belying first impressions, it really is quite 
spacious inside with a lovely, large rear garden 
but with the tired phrase ‘must be viewed’ not 


doing the trick, frustration lead me to arrange 
an open day. 

I had to face the fact that I was inviting not 
only potential buyers but also local nosey 
parkers into my home, but I decided I didn’t 
mind on the basis that local gossip can still 
generate sales. 

Despite short notice - three days to be pre¬ 
cise - and therefore only limited advertising, 
between noon and 4pm on the Sunday I had 
six potential buyers look around. 

Obviously, precautions had to be taken with 
regard to security. Friends helped out and I 
removed valuables, personal items and keys. 
Asking interested parties to pre-register with 
the agent also prevents people wandering in 
off the street. 

Overall, I thought it was a day well spent but 
as for the results? A second viewing was 
requested by one potential buyer -1 wait with 
interest.

Small diesels gather 
favour in used market

Revolution by innovation 
ousts Jaguar tradition 


LISTENING to old-guard cus¬ 
tomers clamouring for tradition got 
Jaguar into a right old mess. 

The marque had been pandering to a vocif¬ 
erous minority that was dying out, instead of 
looking after the ever-changing dynamic busi¬ 
ness class that brought Jaguar to power in the 
50s and 60s, when innovation was its mantra 
not tradition. 

Fortunately, as Jag seems set to change 
hands again - Ford is in talks with Indian 
buyers - innovation is back in vogue and the 
pivotal model will be next year’s XF replace¬ 
ment for the very retro S-Type saloon. 

But history may recall that change began 
with the latest XK Coupe and Convertible 
models. 

We tested a Coupe and, as if to underline 
change, our car was bright red with the option¬ 
al alloy-look dashboard rather than ‘tradition¬ 
al’ wood. 

Its sharper lines are a nod to the future 
too, though there is the briefest backward 
glance - an oval grille, as worn by the

famous D and E-Type sports models. 

Apart from that, this car is ‘New Jaguar’ 
with distinctive vents on the wings and an alu¬ 
minium body some 25 per cent lighter than 
rivals like the equally svelte Mercedes SL and 
lumpier BMW 6-Series. 

This adds to excellent cornering for this 
muscular-yet-smooth riding car and allows it 
to sprint to 60 in less than six seconds, and 
average around 25mpg - almost environmen- 
tally-friendly for this market sector. 

But that’s in ‘standard’ 300bhp 4.2-litre V8 
form as tested here. There is also a loony 
supercharged 420bhp XKR, but who needs 
that when the ‘cooking version’ drives and 
sounds so good - the V8 delivers the right 
sound without being intrusive. 

The auto gearbox and manual selection via 
the steering wheel paddles is creamy too, and 
there are some nice touches inside: push-but¬ 
ton starter, classy seats - though the rear ones 
are useless for carrying even the smallest kids 
- plus a decent boot for this class of car. 

Yes, it would be great if the XK proved to be 
the moment that innovation rather than tradi¬ 
tion launched a Jaguar revival.

Tribunals prove rather 
popular, and very costly 

THE South East has the highest num¬ 
ber of employment tribunal claims relat¬ 
ed to sex discrimination in the UK, 
according to figures published by 
employment relations firm Acas. 

The South East had 2,255 claims in 
the year. London came second with 920. 

The South East also saw the highest 
number of employment tribunal claims 
relating to working time with 1,113. 
Unfair dismissal was clearly the biggest 
workplace worry for South East work¬ 
ers, with 3,520 claims made. 

The average cost of a claim is about 
£7,500. Acas says employers should 
phone its helpline - 08457 474747 - for 
advice early in the process.

FRAZER THOMPSON, chairman of the 
Kent branch of the Institute of Directors, 
has taken a swipe at the Prime Minister 
after last week’s Queen’s Speech, brand¬ 
ing it not good for business. 

Mr Thompson said the Government 
“shows it still thinks it can solve every¬ 
thing by legislation and regulation”. 

He continued: “The package addresses 
many of the right issues - especially 
skills, energy and transport. 

“But too often proposals are about 
Government imposing top-down plans, 
rather than Government making it easi¬ 
er for businesses, individuals and com¬ 
munities to find the solutions that work 
for them.” 

Make sure you cash in 
on speedy payments 

RECENT postal strikes, turbulence in 
the banking system and the financial 
strains of the holiday season make it 
more important than ever for Kent com¬ 
panies to keep an eye on cash flow, warns 
Business Link. 

According to their research, late pay¬ 
ment from customers is a major problem 
for almost one in five (19 per cent) Kent 
companies. 

Business Link adviser Ian Netherton 
said: “Money is no use to a business until 
it is in the bank - poor cash flow is the 
biggest single killer of otherwise viable 
businesses.”

Alkham Court at South Alkham, near Dover, 
which offers bed and breakfast on a working 
farm, and Palace Farm Hostel at Doddington, 
near Faversham, which offers family rooms on 
a working farm, both achieved gold status. 


Silver award winners include Kent Gliding 
Club at Challock, near Ashford, Tanner Farm 
at Marden, a caravan and camping park, and 
Great Field Farm at Stelling Minnis, near 
Canterbury, which offers bed and breakfast. 

Two workshops have been organised by 
Kent Downs and Natural East Kent Sustain¬ 
able Tourism Project to help business leaders 
understand the scheme and give advice on 
how to join it. 

The day-long events will take place at Kent 
Showground in Detling, near Maidstone, on 
Wednesday, November 28, and at Minster 
village hall in Thanet, the day after. 

Organisers hope to hold more workshops 
around the county at later dates. 

Fran Warrington, head of Kent Tourism, 
said: “Businesses in our sector can no longer 
afford to ignore environmental issues. 

‘We have to work together so that Kent is 
well placed to take advantage of the growing 
green tourism market, as well as ensuring the 
sustainability of our own businesses and the 
sector as a whole.”
